these things very fast. When I contracted for WHITEWASH I asked for a col aborator so 
I could continue ny investiagtions. From the small world department the publisher came 
up with Bob Wohlforth'd friend Larry ^rown, who turns out to be k retty far right and then 
still reliving his days with Stanley Walker. Larry messed up. To meet the contracted 
date I wrote the whole damned thing in four weeks. (I guess Bgxry still thinks the ACLU 
was somehow involved in offing JFK! ) The brown-covered book was 28 days from the time I 
wrote the introduction un tilth the delivery of the first 100 bound books for, press copies. 
It is the first large-scale reproduction of FBI files of which I know. I don t know how 
many thousands of pages of them 1 have, but I know I have about 2,000 I haven^t had a 
chance to read yet - and I'm suing for more.
